Marked ‘the “fiitimate association the 
scarlet poppy had with the graves of 
those who had fallen in battle. 

In the First World War millions had 
the opportimity of observing this phen- 
omenum in France and Flanders. They 
saw spring from the earth where their 
fallen comirades lay, a vast profusion 
of poppies waving defiantly at the ter-- 
ror of warfare and hiding from view 
the starkness and grimness of the 
beaten earth. Newcomers to the field 
of battle remarked on this to their 
comrades, and seasoned veterans “e- 
plied, “Yes, it’s like this every year, 
but them seem to increase in number 
each time they blossom.” Perhaps it 
was from these words that the associa- 
tion between te blood shed on the field 
of battle and the blood red poppy fivat 
grew up in men’s minds. 

Certainly it is impossible to prove 
that the idea of associating the poppy 
with the blood shed in sacrifice by our 
gallant warriers originated with any 
one particular person in any one par- 
ticular place. . 

In the United States the idea for 
Poppy Day is attributed to a fair, blue- 
eyed lady who died in Milwaukee a 
short time ago at the age of 86. The 
story goes that Mary Hanecy got the 
inspiration from John McCraes im- 
mortal poem “In Flanders’ Fields” and

from the minutes of a meeting of the 
Great War Veterans’ Association held 
at Port Arthur in July, 1921, It reads: 
“Following a motion suspending the 
regular order of business, Madam E. 
Guerin, “The Poppy Lady of France”, 
was presented to the conference and 
invited to outline her suggestion as to 
the adoption of the hoppy as a national 
emblem to be worn on Armistice Day 
in memory of fallen comrades. It was 
moved by Comrade Churney, seconded 
by Comrade Hamilton that this con- 
ference, represetiting the Dominion 
Command of the G.W.V.A. of Canada 
hereby approves the proposal that the 
citizens of this Dominion of Canada 
accept the poppy as its flower of re 
membrance and recommend that the 
poppy be worn .on the anniversary of 
Armistice Day.” 

The first poppies sold .in Canada 
were also those made by women ajid 
children of France. But the next year, 
following the leadership of the British 
Legion, the poppies that were sold on 
the streets of our towns and cities 
were made hy disabled Canadian vet- 
erats who understood only too well 
their significance. 

Zach year the number of poppy em: 
blems distributed throughout Canada 
has steadily increased until last year 
over four million poppies were worn 
by Canadians. Through the Canadian 
Legion's National Poppy Campaign 
this symbol has come to stand for 
more than mete remembrance of the 
dead. In the hands of this organization 
it has come to mean a source of solace 
in time of trouble and hope for the 
future. It has become a source of use- 
ful employment for disabled veterans 
both in the Vetcraft Shops and in the 
homes of those unable to stand th 
strain of regular employment. In the 
face of this it is mot surprising that 
John McCrae’s poem has come to be 
more and more associated with Poppy 
Day, for it seems to speak of all those 
things which the poppy symbolizes.
